BASIC-ABSTRACT: 

The method involves attaching a dust prevention cloth (3) 
to the back of a frame (1) of an electroacoustic transducer. 

The cloth comprising unwoven fabrics of nylon possessing 
air permeable property is arranged at the back of the frame 
and the frame is heated to a temperature which is 
approximately equal to the fusing point of nylon. Thus, the 
cloth is fused in the parts other than multiple air holes (2) of 
the frame. 

ADVANTAGE - Prevents bad effect caused by using 
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solvent type adhesive. Eliminates evaporation of organic 
solvent, thereby improving safety. Avoids impairing 
protection against dust and air regulation functions. 
Enables cloth of one grade to correspond to many demand 
characteristics.
